“THE WRITING MASTER,” BY THOMAS EAKINS. 


HIS is the fifteenth of the series of sixteen paintings selected especially for Mid-Week 

Pictorial by Bryson Burroughs, curator of paintings of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 

New York, as among the greatest in its world-famous galleries. “The Writing Master” is a 
portrait painted with loving care, for it is a likeness of the artist’s father. Thomas Eakins, who 
was born at Philadelphia in 1844 and died there in 1916, owes his fame chiefly to his portrait 
work, though he was versatile in talent and experimented in many directions. Much of his 
painting has a decided sculptural quality, for while he was studying painting under J. L. Géréme 
in the Ecole des Beaux-Arts, Paris, as a young man he also was working in the studio of the 
sculptor Dumont. For some years he was professor of anatomy in the schools of the Pennsylvania 
Academy of Fine Arts; and with a pupil, Samuel Murray, he modeled the heroic “Prophets” for 
the Witherspoon Building in Philadelphia. He painted some genre pictures, among them “The 
Chess Players,” which was exhibited at. the Centennial Exposition in 1876, and in addition to his 
many portraits he left canvases dealing with modern sports, the Negro, and early American life.

Gen- 
eral von Schleicher’s ability as a 
taff officer has been unquestioned ; 
what is surprising is that the profes- 
sional soldier is a deft politician. Pry 
into the pasts of political manipula- 
tors; some have been flag-waving 
volunteers, but politics and the pro- 
fession of soldiering have not mixed.

He has a ready, 
pleasant smile 
but a cold, blue 
eye.

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A NEW JERSEY FORT. 


AVING led one or two political 

forlorn hopes, Franklin W. Fort 

now comes to the rescue of 
some forlorn homes, Last week Pres- 
ident Hoover appointed him chair- 
man of the Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board, which is authorized to lend to 
savings banks, insurance companies 
and building and loan organizations 
and thereby save from foreclosure 
many a mortgage 
upon old home- 
steads and little 
gray homes-in the 
West — and, it is 
hoped, other 
points of the com. 
pass, too, includ- 
ing the suburbs. 

The name 
Franklin Fort has 
a familiar ring, 
for it is the name 
ff a Governor of 
New Jersey who 
was succeeded by Woodrow Wilson 
Mr. Fort is the son of that Governor 
\fter Lawrenceville, Princeton, New 
York Law School and the practice of 
aw, he entered banking, organized 
a fire insurance company and be- 
came president of the Lincoln Na- 
tional Bank of Newark. 

He belongs to that numerous and 
widely scattered group of veterans of 
tne tlat-top desk, filing cabinets and 
emporary offices who refer to Her- 
bert Hoover as ‘‘The Chief'’ and fig- 
ire often in Hoover official appoint- 
ments. For during the war Mr. Fort 
was a member of the United States 
Food Administration. 

[In 1925 Mr. Fort reappeared in 
Washington, a New Jersey member 
f the House of Representatives; 

Che Chief’’ was Secretary of Com- 
merce, and old associations were re- 
newed. At the beginning of the 1928 
campaign Mr. Fort was chosen by 
Mr. Hoover to be secretary of the 
Republican National Committee. In 
the House he was distinguished as an 
accepted spokesman for President 
Hoover and as an ardent speaker in 
behalf of prohibition. 

Accepted as a White House spokes- 
man, Mr. Fort inspired thick black 
headlines with a speech in the House 
of Representatives two years ago in 
which he expressed the opinion that 
home-brewed beer and allowing na- 
ture to take its course with fruit 
juices reposing in domestic cellars 
were legal under the prohibition law 
[t caused a flutter among the thirsty, 
but it drew a statement from the 
White House that Mr. Fort’s opinion 
was not officially inspired. 

Later in the same year Dwight W. 
Morrow and Joseph S. Frelinghuysen 
‘ame out as wet candidates for the 
Republican nomination for United 
States Senator from New Jersey. Mr. 
Fort then entered the contest as a 
iry, because, he said, ‘‘1 cannot let 
his issue go by default.’ It was a
